Lithuania’‘s Latest Air Mails 


In this latest set of Air Mail 
stamps, chronicled in our “The World 
in Review” column of Nov. 4th, Lith- 
uania shows us a new phase in her 
struggle for independence and pre- 
sents to us four big patriots, who 
contributed to her glory and pros- 
perity. The designs are by the paint- 
er Zemaitis. The printing works 
“Spindulia” of Kaunas, doing the work 
of printing, used a new photomechanic 
process, so making the heads of the 





After Anita Garibaldi, who faith- 
fully accompanied her husband even 
as far as to figure with him on the 
Air Mail set of Italy of 1932; the 
Queen Wilhelmine, on the Air Mail 
stamps of Netherlands and her Colo- 
nies; and the Lithuanian Duchess 
Birute, we have here a fourth woman 
whose portrait or effigy adorns an air 
mail stamp. Knowing the value of 
air-women, such as Amy Mollison, 


Amelia Earhardt, Maryse Hilse and a 
good many others whose feats deserve 
the admiration of all, and who are the 
pride of 


aviation, should we be as- 





celebrities stand out distinctly on the 
colored background of the stamps. 

The values 5c. and 10c. show us the 
prelate Maironis, head of the Semi- 
nary of Kaunas, who died two years 
ago. As a poet of lyrics, and a ferv- 
ent patriot, he expressed his love for 
Lithuania with such passion, that he 
was called “the Minstrel of Lithuan- 
ia’. 

The 15c. and 20c. show the head of 
Dr. Chancine J. Tumas, who died in 
April of this year. Professor of Uni- 
versity, writer, editor of several news- 
papers, he fought for the independ- 
ence. Under his portrait is a scroll 
and the word “Oro”, which means 
aerial. To emphasize the great pop- 
ularity of this man, no doubt decided 
the government to issue this set of 
stamps. 

The 40c. and 60c. present Dr. Kud- 
irka Vincas, great patriot, editor of 
the periodical “Varpas” and author of 
the National Hymn, some of the words 
of which appear under his portrait and 
when translated read “that the love of 
Lithuania burns in our hearts”. He 
had a great influence on the National 
movement, tho most unfortunately 
tuberculosis carried him away long 
before the proclamation of independ- 
ence. 

The 1 and 2 Lit. present the very 
sympathetic face of Madame Zemaite, 
whose head is covered with the nation- 
al neckerchief. She was a famous 
writer, who died recently. She was 
the perfect type of a self-made wom- 


;an. At 40, she could neither read nor 


write, but by great will-power and 
gifted with considerable talent, she 
gave admirable descriptions of peas- 
ant life, 





tonished at this feminine conquest in 
the philatelic air-mail domain?

IT’S AN OLD Altho Al Ca- 
CHICAGO CUSTOM pone or some 

of his prede- 
cessors are credited with originating 
the idea of putting offenders “On the 
Spot”, the sport has been taken up 
by other inhabitants of this great city 
and even the Chicago Philatelic So- 
ciety has resorted to this method of 
chastizing those whom they have rea- 
son to wish to censor. 

Some several weeks before the re- 
cent A. P. S. Convention was held in 
Chicago, members of the C. P. S. in- 
vited the Editor of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News to make application for 
and become a member of the C. P. S. 
It was suggested that the “boys” 
would appreciate the gesture and of 
course with all good faith the appli- 
cation was duly signed and sent to 
the secretary accompanied by the nec- 
essary fee. 

In sending in the application, the 
applicant failed to fill in any name in 
the space allowed for references and 
thereby hangs another tale of a 
double spotting. 

Following the Convention, which 
was written up in our issue of Sep- 
tember 9, there finally came a letter 
from the Secretary of the C. P. S. 
returning the application form to- 
gether with the fee which had been 
sent and with a statement explaining 
that the application had been rejected. 
A later personal word from the sec- 
retary expressed his personal regret 





and disapproval of the action and 
word from other collectors in Chicago 
also give assurance that the incident 
is one which is looked upon with dis- 
favor by a great majority of the mem- 
bers of the C. P. S. 

It appears, as is natural in most 
societies, that provision is made for 
rejecting an applicant for any cause 
whatever and in this case there were 
as is often the case, a few individuals 
who were not big enough to make due 
allowance and take into consideration 
the fact that the Press, whether it 
be a National Daily Newspaper or 
only a stamp paper should have a 
right to report and print public sen- 
timent as it finds it. 

It was no fault of ours that we were 
obliged to print what we did print as 
regards the Convention in Chicago. 
We could of course, have overlooked 
the whole show, but it has never been 
our custom to do things that way. 
We printed what we saw and heard 
and we are backed up by a vast ma- 
jority of the people who attended the 
convention as well as by hundreds of 
collectors who stood for hours in a 
long line on Michigan Avenue, wait- 
ing for service which could not be 
given them. 

We have no wish to go further into 
that matter. Dozens of incidents bear- 
ing on it and approving of our stand 
have come to our office since that 
time, yet we have felt that there was 
no further need of mauling the corpse. 

The application which we sent in 
without giving references, came back 
to us signed with the name of the 
Chicago Philatelic Society, Mr. James 
~~ a as reference for our humble 
self. 

Thus while some few, doubtless a 
very few members of this oldest A. P. 
S. Branch Society, took great pleasure 
in venting their ire on our head, they 
did at the same time put Mr. Zalud 
“On the Spot“ with us and when we 
have such good company, we can en- 
joy the occasion as much as those 
who were so irresponsible as to perpe- 
trate the act. They couldn’t take it. 

We fully understand the situation, 
a situation which could happen in any 
Philatelic Society where there might 
be two or three members who are 
unable to think things out in an in- 
telligent manner. It is to be regretted 
that such people are ever permitted 
to join any sort of an organization 
for they wilfully violate all the laws 
of any society by their actions in an 
instance of this sort and it is for this 
reason that we hold no animosity 
against the Chicago Philatelic Society 
or its membership as a whole. We 
only regret as the members doubtless 
do, that the few, invoked the rule of 
the by-laws which permitted them to 
impose their insane and unbalanced 
minds on the membership of the So- 
ciety and thus add a blot to the pages 
of the glorious history of this Society. 

We can take it.

ica. Original announcement of the 
issue of the imperforate Century of 
Progress Stamps in sheets of 25 each, 
was that there would be issued 250,000 
sheets of each value. As has been 
pointed out in previous editorials in 
this paper, stamp collectors are wont 
to speculate and invest in these spe- 
cial issues with a view to future prof- 
it. This issue of stamps was sup- 
posedly issued for distribution and 
sale at the A. P. S. Convention in 
Chicago. Following the sale at this 
time, the surplus sheets should have 
been deposited in the Agency at 
Washington and sale should have 
ceased so soon as the unsold por- 
tion was absorbed. 

Rather than do this, however, the 
Department has seen fit to plan to 
milk the stamp collectors for all they 
can get and since the demand and 
market for the sheets seemed to jus- 
tify the action, a further printing of 
an additional 250,000 sheets of each 
value was ordered, making the total 
500,000 sheets or just double the 
amount originally announced. 

It has been estimated that stamp 
sales to collectors, through the Phila- 
telic Agency this year will total close 
to three million dollars. Is it not time 
that stamp dealers who are in a legiti- 
mate business, paying rent, taxes, 
employing help and dependent on their 
business for their living, make some 
sort of complaint that will stop this 
enormous chiselling into their legiti- 
mate field of business by the Govern- 
ment. 

Estimates place the annual stamp 
trade in this country at something 
like ten to twelve million dollars. Is 
it right that 25 to 30 per cent. of 
this trade should be taken from the 
legitimate stamp dealer by a Govern- 
ment monopoly of printed labels for 
subsidies to German Airships, to Po- 
lar Explorers and by other plans. 

Doubtless had stamp dealers  vi- 
sioned the Agency as it is today, there 
would never have been any encourage- 
ment in setting it up. It has gone be-

yond the plan which laid behind its 
birth. 

Constant complaint of delay and long 
time in filling orders comes to our of- 
fice. In the event of the issue of a 
single stamp a collector can not af- 
ford to buy through the Agency un- 
less he buys in quantity. For a few 
copies of most stamps, the dealer 
can supply them as cheap as the 
Ager acy and much more promptly. 

Vhat we need is a Philatelic 
ues that will handle stamps in 
wholesale quantities only, with a min- 
imum of $25, $50 or $100 as an order, 
thus providing a quick service for the 
legitimate stamp trade and an effort to 
discourage collectors from speculat- 
ing in full sheets and a sincere effort 
to show them the beauties of collect- 
ing stamps, no matter if they are for- 
eign countries, rather than this pres- 
ent ever increasing demand for noth- 
ing but United States which has done 
more to make collectors discouraged 
with their collections than any other 
one thing. 

Stamp collecting is a beautiful pas- 
time if one can get seriously interested 
in collecting stamps for the joy and 
beauty of the hobby, but when they 
acquire this fetish for hoarding large 
blocks and sheets of mint “United 
States Stamps, they are on the road 
to discouragement rather than pleas- 
ure and happiness with their stamps.

“Roosevelt Town” 


“The name of the Nyando, N. Y., 
post office was officially changed to 
Rooseveltown on November 1st, 1933 
in honor of the President. This is the 
American bridgehead of the Inter- 
national bridge across the St. Law- 
rence river connecting the United 
States and Canada, Cornwall, Ont., 
being the Canadian terminal. 

The above is the wording of a cach- 
et on a first day cover from this new 
town sent LINN’S by Mr. Chas. H. 
Smith of Brushton, N. Y. We note 
that the cancellation 
stamp reads “ROOSEVELTTOWN,” 
having two “T’s” in the word so we 
are uncertain as to whether the cachet 
or the postmark carries the correct 
spelling. 

The most remarkable thing about 
this cover is the style of the postmark. 
The circle with town and date is as 
has always been used but in place of 
big smeary killer bars, there are four 
wiggly lines at the right, which can- 
cel the stamp sufficiently yet do not 
smear it up and kill its beauty for a 
collector. We want to commend the 
man who is responsible for this new 
type of cancellation, and hope that it 
is to replace the old style postmarks. 


Hitler and Stamps 


A clipping from a Portland, Ore- 
gon, newspaper contains an editorial 
by “Hill Billy” which tells of the tax 
that has been levied on stamp dealers 
and the stamp trade in Germany. It 
goes on to say— 

“T notice that Hitler did one clever 
thing; he decided that the collection 
of postage stamps was the finest in- 
troduction to a world knowledge for 
the youth of Germany.

The 1933 N. T. A. Christmas seal is 
now with us and is very striking. 
Salmon, yellow, green and black show- 
ing the bringing of the Yule log 
with the double bar cross of the Tu- 
berculosis Association, it is very dif- 
ferent from any of its predecessors. It 
was designed by Hans Axel Walleen, 
who was born in Sweden some 3 
years ago and came to this country 
in 1906. Mr. Walleen lives in Nor- 
walk, Connecticut and did his first 
work for the anti-tuberculosis move- 
ment in 1923 when he did one of the 
car cards for the seal sale. The print- 
ing this year is 1,700,000,000 and 
was done by Strobridge, Eurkea, U. 
S. Printing & Lithographing, and a 
small portion by Columbia Bank Note. 
Four million of the seals were sent 
to England and one milllion to Ja- 
maica.

This 
is being sent out complimentary to 
all members in good standing in the 
Christmas Seal and Charity Stamps 
Society and will be supplied to any 
others desiring it at 10c to cover cost 
of printing and postage. 

The Delaware Anti-Tb Society thru 
the valiant efforts of Secretary Hin- 
ton seems to have ironed out all the 
difficult complications following their 
find of quantities of the 1907 seals. 
The society announces that they will 
no longer fill retail orders but that es- 
tablished dealers will supply the seals. 
The figures given on the original find 
of these seals was 212,000 copies but 
a great many of these were not in 
good condition and were destroyed. 
The editor of this column has asked 
how many of the seals remain but 
this information was refused. How- 
ever, if over half have been destroyed 
enough remain to supply the collec- 
tors for years to come. Therefore, I 
consider the price the Delaware So- 
ciety has now set of 25c for type one 
and 50c for type two still too high. 
The seal collectors cannot absorb a 
quantity of seals selling from 30 to 40 
thousand dollars. Even tho this is a 
local seal and not really a part of the 
regular set, we should feel grateful 
that the publicity given by the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association forced 
“a prices down to at least the present 
evel. 

The collectors of sheets and key 
blocks will be interested in an uncat- 
aloged plate of 1927 showing none of 
the listed sheet marks, but with a dot 
under the bush on seals 12 and 17. 
The printer is not known at the pres- 
ent. 


U. S. Stamp News 


A letter from Mr. C. B. Eilenberger, 
Third Assistant Postmaster General 
gives some information of interest to 
collectors and we are glad to be able 
to pass it on to those who are inter- 
ested in figures.

Century of Progress (special sheets 
of 25 imperforate) — 500,000 sheets 
each of 1c and 3c stamps. 

Little America—3c, 10,000,000. 

Graf Zeppelin—50c, 5,000,000. 

No ruling has as yet been made by 
the Department as to the final with- 
drawal of the Little America stamp 
from sale following the departure of 
the last shipment of covers to the 
Expedition. 

It is proposed to transfer to the 
Philatelic Agency all 50-cent Zeppelin 
oo on hand in the respective post 
offices as soon as practicable after 
the conclusion of the flight. 


No decision has yet been reached 
with regard to the length of time the 
50-cent Zeppelin stamp will be con- 
tinued on sale in the Philatelic 
Agency.”

Mr. Seeley was a close friend of 
Glenn H. Curtiss of aviation fame, 
During the World War Mr. Seeley 
was a foreign salesman for the Cur- 
tiss Company. Since the war he has 
been engaged in newspaper work, op- 
erating a chain of papers in Southern 
New York.

seems the entire breakage is on the 
top row and runs as follows. No. 1 
stamp top bar missing, so is No. 3. 
On No. 6 the top bar is very weak or 
thin and No. 7 is missing. Also 9 
and 10 have the top bar gone. So 
when you run across any of these you 
will at least know from what line 
in the plate they came from and those 
lucky enough to get blocks or large 
strips may be able to identify the 
exact position. 


Another interesting item came to 
my notice and this was a lc PARCEL 
POST issue precancelled Cleveland 
in U-12 type. From the face of the 
thing all that I can say is there has 
been some Denmarkian schenanigans 
going on. Here are the facts in the 
situation. The U-12 type was not 
put out by the government till about 
1928. I think I am right in saying 
that the first catalog listing U-12 
type was the 1928 catalog. But the 
first listing for Cleveland in the U-12 
type was in the ’30 catalog. Then on 
the other hand back in 1912 when this 
stamp was released Cleveland had a 
special plate for the precancelling of 
this issue of stamps and large quan- 
tities of the le must have been pre- 
cancelled considering the amount of 
them still floating about. Now then 
considering only the above facts is it 
reasonable to believe that after 21 
years some of these stamps should 
just turn up again. True it is pos- 
sible but highly improbable.
